FARRAGUT'S BOBTAILEO NAd.

In tho spring of 1864, when General 


Banks was in command at New Orleans, 
three brigades were erfcamped at Baton 
Rouge, and the raw recruits were getting 
into trim for the following campaign, and 
incidentally becoming familiar with army 
tactics. Finally a review was ordered, and 
Admiral Farragut was to be the guest of 
tho occasion. 
With so distinguished n> 


i.tss iiseu who combined duty with pleas- 
ure in thus walling for the great steamer 
to slip laboriously into her measured berth 
beside the pier. 


The usual groups of silent, expectant 


eyed Kanaka men stood in the shade of 
tlie pier sheds, humble in attitude, chary 
of words, and yet sweet natured. Some of 
the • men wore shoulder leis (wreaths of 
flowers) over thdir labor grimed hickory 
shirts, and the Kanaka women wore leis 
in cross belt over their flowing white 
Mother Hubbards. In truth, the flower 
•wreaths were everywhere. Staid, middle 
aged merchants among the whites wore 
them about their helmets antl straw hats, 
and all of the white women ia carriages 
had belts of Hawaiian exotics. 


All of tho Kanaka women had bare feet. 


They stood about in little groups as silent 
as the men of their race. A few of the 
Kanaka women carried tiny brown babies 
—silent also. The young women were of 
varying degrees of. beauty, their figures 
showing a uniform excellence of propor- 
tion. 


One of these Kanaka women at the dock 


on this, brilliant January afternoon was 
particularly beautiful. She was clad like 
the rest of the women of liar .Tf.cu. She 
was fully ^5 feet 10 inches, in height, and 
the white silk cord with which, unlike 
the other Kanaka women, she drew her 
vrhite dress about her waist, emphasized 
the,splendid, heroic proportions of her fig- 
ure. 
Kaomouna seemed quite unconscious 


of her beauty. The.young shipping clerks, 
hurrying to and fro on the dock, with 
their pencils behind their ears, stopped j 
suddenly .when 
The women in the carriages, who had not 
been long down from the States or from 
Europe, saw Kamouna, anil asked the 
women of longer Honolulu residence, 
"Who is that. glorious creature?" Kao- 
mouna, with a very sad face, spoke only 
an ocefisioual word to one of the Kanaka 
women. 


The Australia was made fast to tho 


pier, and the passengers began to troop 
over the gangway. 
There was one man 


with his pretty young wife and 8-year-old 
little girl. The little girl was the lirst to 
catch sight of Kaoiuomia as she reached 
the bottom of the gangway. She ouickly 
freed her hand from herfatlier'sgrifsp and 
ran toward Kaomouna with baby words 
Kaomonua smiled at the little girl, but 
did not offer to take her up. Instead, slio 
folded her arms, looking down at the lit- 
tle pink faced child pleasantly. When the 
mother had taken the little girl, she raised 
her eyes to look at Jxaomonna. 


"Did you ever iri your whole life sec such 


a perfectly beautiful woman?" asked the 
young wife of her husband in a whisper 
when he came up. "And Tita seemed to 
take to her immediately. If we could only 
have her for a nurse for Tita!"

There are many popular recipes for cut- 


ting short the impulse to sneeze, such as 
pressing with the tongue firmly on the 
roof of the mouth, grasping the end of the 
nose between the thumb and forefinger, or 
making pressure with the tip of the finger 
on tbe upper lip in its center. 


It is a mistake, however, to stop a 


sneeze, unless one happens to bo where 
such a paroxysm would be embarrassing, 
as at a dinner party or engaged in bur- 
glary. In any case, it is a mistake in a 
hygienic sense, for a succession of threu 
or four sonorous sneezes often saves one 
:rom a cold in tho head. 


The process of sneezing is accompanied 


t>y an increased secretion from the mucous 
membrane, and this often washes away 
tho microbes which were just undergoing 
the change, whatever it may be, thnt, 
transforms them from harmless to most 
abominably harmful organisms. 


One who feels a '"cold" coming on and 


does not sneeze should try to induce a 
slight attack by tickling the nostrils with 
a feather or snuffing up a little black 
pepper or tobacco. A mixture of one parr, 
of quinine, four pwtsi of camphor and ten 
parts of powdered sugar makes an excel- 
lent and harmless snuff lor this purpose. 
After sneezing woll five or six times, blo^ 
tho noso thoroughly, and iiino times out 
of ton the threatened cold will bo blown 
away.—Youth's Companion.

fish's slimy coating is to protect it from 
tho attacks of fungus, a form of plant life 
found in all waters, salt and fresh, foul 
and pure. If the fish is so injured thnt 
some spot becomes uncovered by theslhno, 
a barely visible fungus will be likely to 
lodge there, and when it is onco lodged 
the process of its reproduction is very rapid. 
It soon extends over tho gills and kills tho 
fish.

fish is to reduce ita friction when in mo- 
tion through tho water and. increase it.' 
speed. It also serves as a cushion to the 
scales, which it thus protects from manv 
injuries.—New York World.

"Did you evor hear how the green 
iods j;anie originated? But of course 


did not, for not over a half dozen 


men ever knew," said an old time sport. 
"The beginning of the game was due to 
accident and the freak of a man on a 
sprw. Once originau-d, however, it was 
the most remarkable swindle in criminal 
jtnnals. For a long time there was no 
Ia\v against it, for of course there was no 
attempt at counterfeiting. 


"Along about 1S72 down on Houston 


street, east of Broadway, Matt Grace, a 
professional wrestler and leader of a 
to»:gh crowd, ran a saloon, a dingy, cheer- 
less place, with sawdust on the floor an. 
inch thick, one of the kind consistent 
with the neighborhood, which was then 
known as Murderers' row. 
It was the 


itMiter of crime of this great city. 
Bar- 


ney McUuire, whose photograph is in the 
rogues' gallery, was then at the head of 
:i lot of swindling games. He used to 
liang out at Grace's place. Another of 
tho gang was Big lied, a pugilist, hut a 
V"od natured sort of a fellow, burly and 
bluff. They raft things in their neighbor- 
hood. and many a countryman was run 
into the place, passed his good coin over 
the bar and woke up in the 7norning with 
n 
pocketful 
of counterfeits. 
Grace's 


•wasn't the only place'of the kind either, 
and the secret service men had their eyes 
on the row and knew all the m«i in the 
pangs. 
But knowing and proving are 


two different things, and the secret serv- 
ice officers were constantly engaged in 
trying to secure evidence against the 
men. 


"Living in that neighborhood was Joe 


Hrmn.'hsy, who was then ho.-s of the 
rMn.vterers' union and was given to occji- 
s-ion.-il jags, when he would frcQuent Matt 
Grace's piace, although he was a thor- 
oughly honest man and when sober kept 
away from the crooks who used to fre- 
riiicnt Murderers' row. 
Ho knew them 


r.l!. however, and was safe among them 
whpii drunk, which was not often the 
r-asf. 
Hecau^e of this he was unknown 


to t!io secret service men, of whom Colo- 
nel Whitlcy was chief, with headquarters 
at 50 Bleecker street, near Crosby. 


"Colonel 'Whitlcy one day decided to 


sec if he couldn't trap the counterfeiters 
wlio hung out at Grace's. So ho had one 
of his men make up as a countryman and 
go around at night. 
It happened that 


Colonel \Vhitley*s plan was put into exe- 
cution at the time when Hennessy was 
enjoying one of his infrequent jags in 
Mart's phrce, and he was the one whom 
the disguised detective first saw when he 
entered and whom he took up with, as 
he could do easily enough, for Joe was in 
his usual good humor. 


"They had n few drinks, and by and 


by the psoudo fanner said to Joe, 'I'll 
give you S2 if you'll get me $100 in coun- 
terfeit.' Joe was mad at first to be tak- 
en for one who would deal in fairy mon- 
ey. but after a little thought he decided 
to have a joke on the supposed farmer.

ing forward the plan of seacoast de- 
fences. 


The principal items are: Gun and 


mortar batteries 82.000,000, pnpumatie 
dynamite batteries §180,000, installation 
of range and position |finders §150,000, 
sites for fortifications §206,000 preserva- 
tion and repair of fortifications $100,- 
000, seawalls and embankments S200,- 
000, torpedo and harbor Jdefense $50, 
000, armamaut of fortifications, $1,002, - 
583. 


The report presented says: 
"The scheme of eeacoast fortifications 


contemplate! by the Endicott board, 
and which has been followed by con 
gress in the appropriations made since 
1888, it is now estimated, wil 1 cost in 
tha aggregate 8112.197.23G, of which 
sum there has been already provided 
816,971, 013, the engineer department 
having received 820,154,661 and the 
ordnance department 825,816,362."
